How much work is done by 
women behind the acenes?

PEARS 


IS JAZZ MUSIC? 


PINION ia not only divided, 
but positively violent on the 
question: “Is jazz music?” I have 
put It to a good dozen people re- 
cently. Half have answered 
“Not without a second’s hesita- 
tion, The other half have an- 
swered “Yea!” just on promptly. 

The curfous thing js that it 1s 
the musically unsophiaticated peo- 
ple who perhaps have sung in 
cholra, but have had nothing 
which could be called a musical 
education, who declare that jazz 
is not muaic, while it 1s musicians 
and people with a good knowledge 
of “classical muale” who are cer- 
tain that it is. 

When people say thal jazz In not 
muale, they are using “music” dn 
a special sense. Jazz haa all tho 
outward foatures of music, Tt is 
written In the ordinary keys, has 
melody and rhythm, and, as oll ite 
musician . supporters emphasise, 
contains no elements which are 
not to be found in “classical” 
muale, Why then this widespread 
focling that jazz Is nevertheloss 
not music? What is the “murle” 
with which it la contrasted? 


O explain this we have to note 
T a curious fact in the history 
of our music. From the very begin- 
ning, there have always existed 
side by alde two kinds of European 
music, one of which was never 
officially considered muale, 

It in impossible to qive a aketeh 
of the whole development of our 
music in an article, but by taking 
one period in which the contrast 
between the two kinds of munle fs 
very marked, we may Ket the key 


to: the problem. 

The official music of the Middlé 
Ages, until recently the only music 
of the time dealt with by histor- 
jana, was the music of the Church. 
This music was purely vocal, at 
first homophonic, intended for 
unison singing, later polyphonic, 
with a number of voices or parts, 
written in scales (modes) derived 
from the Greck and known a8 
Gregorian modes because they 
wore ostnblished under Pope Gre- 
gory the Great, who becamo Pope 
in 690. 

But aslongaide it flourished an- 
other, “popular” music, the mualc 
of the Celtie bards and later of 
the wandering minstrels and trou- 
badours.

“One of the chief causes of the 
present wave of crime in the Co- 
lony,” continued Dr. Kotewall, “is 
the influx of bad characters and 
unemployed from Kwangtung who 
have flocked to the Colony as a 
result the general suppression of 
gambling and of drug traffle In 
the Province.” 

“Penalties for gambling and 
drug offences," added Dr. Kote- 
wall, “ure so much more severe in 
Kwangtung than in Hong Kong 
and = the Pollee are _ handi- 
capped by our laws in this mat- 
ter.” 


FERTILE SOURCES 

“As a result of the influx of 
these undesirable clements from 
Kwangtung, there has been ao 
marked increase in gambling and 
in the number of heroln divans in 
the Colony, und these tavo evils 
are the most fertile sources of 
crime.” ; 

“In spite of the many problems, 
the Inspector “Gencral of Polfco 
has taken certain measures for 
preventing serious crime, and I

PREVENTIVE MEASURES 

“Of course there ia still room 
for additional preventive ‘mea- 
sures, and these, aa a result of my 
conferences with the Honourable 
Mr. T. H. King and Mr. Perdue 
are receiving the carnest con- 
sideration of the Inspector Gen- 
eral of Police and his assistants.” 

Asked what measures will be 
taken to suppress gambling and 
the drug traffic in the Colony, the 
Honourable Dr. Kotowall replied: 
“From the beginning of thia year 
until aa recently as June ‘30 Inst, 
I have given the matter my 
personal attention and have dia- 
cunaed it with my Chinese collea- 
gues, with the Secretary for 
Chinese Affairs and the Inspec- 
tor General of Police.” . 

ADDITIONAL LEGISLATION 

“The Inspector General of 

Police is no less concerned over 
this matter and is taking 
measures to suppresy these two 
evils, secking-{£. necessary, nd- 
ditlonal powers, by legislation, 
in order to enable him more 
effectively to achfeve - his 
object.” 
“This duty of suppressing the 
drug traffic,” added Dr. Kotowall, 
comes within the jurisdiction of 
the Imports and Exports Depart- 
ment, and I understand that con- 
certed action between that De- 
partment and tho Police is being 
devised.” 

GAMBLING AND HEROIN 
“There can be no doubt that 
the evils of gambling and par- 
ticularly of the heroin-smoking 
habit, which saps the strength 
and moral fibre of the addict, aro 
potent sources of the present wave 
of crime and minor offences in the 
Colony. 

“IT am, therefore, in favour of 
immediate and effective measures, 
including the imposition of severe 
penalties, for tho supprossion of 
these evils.” .

Many of you are very severe 
critics of the Churches. So am I, 
but there’s one difference between 
you and me and it Is a big one. I 
criticise something which I know 
and love, while you erlticise some- 
thing which you do not know and 
love. To put it 
otherwise, so far as criticism of 
the Churches is concerned, because 
I love them and serve in’ them, I 
know a lot more of what I’m talk- 
ing about than you do. You pro- 
bably, have never been inside a 
church in years. You have o con- 
ception of the Churches’ theology, 
for instance, which, js older, than 
your grandfather “Was when* he 
died. You know that the Church- 
es are very much concerned 
with collecting money—to many 
people that scems to be almost all 
that they do, that and conducting 
rervices for public worship which 


-|few people nowadays attend. 


But despite the smallness of 
your knowledge you take up a very 
superior attitude, and it is unwar- 

Jranted. You see you cunnot really 
be severe enough in your criti- 
cigm to be helpful, becauso you 
don’t know cnough about the 
Churches to speak intelligently 
about them. 


Church Finance | 

Have you.ever thought of this? 
How is it that the various Church- 
es are able to carry on their 


. work in. these times of financial 


stringency which are caused by 
human sin? Leaving their capitn- 
list investments, properties, and 
endowments out of consideration 
(which I sgreo are. wrong and 
should not be tolerated) how are 
ithey able financtally to do the work 
they are doing? You will find the 
answer to that question if you will 
look at.the nature of the. Church 
land forget, for the moment, about 
its ways of organising itsclf. Tho 
Church is not an institution nor an 
organisation, if you think that 
that is what tho Church is then 
you are wrong again. The Church 
js the hearts and minds—the lives 
—of the mon and women who are 
trying to follow .in the way of 
Christ. ‘Whether they are led in 
that way by His Holiness the Pope, 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
or whether they are content to be 
led by the Holy Spirit of God, 
mattors, to my mind, not one jot 
or tittle. The Church fs the Christ- 
Ufo in society. And, primarily, it 
ig because there are men and wo- 
men who aro in earnest in living 
that Ife, in declaring and sharing 
it’ with pthér. poople, that’ the 
‘means are provided for the contin- 
vance of ecclesiastical institutions 
through which stich people seek to 
express Christ's truth. Discount- 
ing, then, every fact about these

You will 
notice, perhaps, that for these thres 
methods of learning of Christ-and 
his way, you will be indebted. to 
the institutions of the Church for 
they have given them to tha world. 
‘hen surely, there is wisdom in 
sharing in tho spirit and {cllow- 
ship of the Church which has pro- 
vided theso means for you; and 
further, if you follow the teach- 
ing of the New Testament you 
will learn that it is God’s will re- 
vealed in Christ that you should 
enter into a Iiving fellowship, 4 
brotherhood, with ali mankind, a 
brotherhood which has its basis in 
divine truth. 

If any man says ho is a Chris- 
tinn and is not in real living fel- 
lowship with like-minded people, 
spending his life to ruise the fallen 
(bo they poor or rich) he is a 
Hor and the truth is not in him. 
Strong words maybe, but you'll 
discover much stronger ones when 
you read your Now Testament.

‘Vhe Sins of 
The World 


The distresses of the world to- 
day are. an accurate indication of 
whut the majority of men and wo- 
men are, and of the kind of lives 
they live. The sins of socicty 
and ‘the sins of nations are “but 
our sins writ large. What you 
call the Churches’ failures arc 
your fallures and = mine—our fai- 
lures in every relationship of our 
lives, in home and office and plea- 
sure. The sins of men are our 
sins! And God's judgment on 
those sins is real; He judges not 
nations and socletics but men, you 
and me, and He judges us upon 
what we consider is our normal 
decent day to day Ife, which 1s 
the life which makes our. nation 
and our society whatever St -is. 

When I examine my own lifo I 
find it so, Tho things which most 
seriously frustrate the. truth of 
God in my life, aro very often tho 
normal decent’ human things. Let 
mao tell you some of them—my con- 
ception of my own rights as a hu- 
man” being which I derived from 
the, British socicty . and British 
education which I received; my 
bellof In the “ultimate decency” of 
human beings, which I also imbib- 
ed from’ socicty (men are not 
“ultimately dedent”, they are ulti- 
matoly animals, beasts and worse 
than beast, ufficss they are redcom- 
ed by divine truth), these things, 
and the very moral idealism which 
made mo seck ordination into the 
ministry—the “things I counted 
gain to mo” were actually loss not 
only to me, but to you, and to God.

The answer is 
that these photos do not deal with 
the common form of baldness, In 
cases of erysipelas of the sealp 
the hair frequently all falls out 
but generally it grows again with 
full vigour, It is not difficult 
to imagine what claims could be 
made for a hair cure which was 
used to “restore” hair in a case 
of this kind. Yet keeping the 
sealp clean was all) that was 
necessary, A similar loss of hair 
is also common to influenza and 
typhoid fever ete., and of various 
toxins and’ poisons which invade 
the system. 

Dandruff is recognised as an 
important cause of baldness. 
Many persons, however, have been 
known to be afflicted with dand+ 
ruff for many years without any 
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loss of hair, So it seems that ° 


here too the inheritance factor ia 
the deciding point. 

Loss of hair is also associated 
with certain ‘glandular disturb- 
ances, It is frequently associat- 
ed with minor deficiencies of the 
thyroid gland, which sometimes 
may cause a loss of hair from the 
entire body. In thease cases pro- 
per treatment calmost: invariably 
brings about complete — restora- 
tion. More recently seme cases 
of baldness have been shown to 
be connected with an insuflicleney 


‘of the pituitary wland, a small 


gland at the base of the brain. 
Treatment in these cases is also 
surprisingly effective. Loss” of 
hair caused by glandular disturb- 
ances, however, ig rare in com- 
parison to pattern baldness, 
Much baldness is hereditary. 
This most always serves as our 
consolation, and has come down 
to ug through generations of 


‘yhiny-topped" ancestors, No. 


matter the style of headdress, the 
atyle of hat, habits of living, or 
the perfection of hair tonies, it 
will always happen to those who 
are “in ling”.

here. Perhaps the most solidly 
supported opinion of the barber 
is that singeing the hair is the 
most beneficial method of promot-

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ing a luxuriant’ growth, ‘This 
iden is, to use an American ex- 
pression, “pure boloney”. 

The supposed reason for the 
singeing process ia that the burn- 
iny of the hair closes the end of 
the hair, thus stopping the juices 
from extiding. ‘This, of course, 
8 nonsense: for, as one uuthor- 
ity has written “Singeing the 
hair for the prevention of loss of 
its juices fs of no value for this 
purpose, for the. simple reason 
that nothing ever oozes from the 
end of the hair. What singeing 


‘does do, and it does nothing else, 


is the heat only makes the end of 
the hair more brittle.” 

It is also a widely held. belief 
that the use of certain animal 
fats will cure baldness and pro- 
mote the growth of hair on cer- 
tuin parts of the body. This er- 
roneous potion seems to have a 
very anclent origin, In old Egypt 
the medicine men treated bald- 
neas with an ointment made from 
the fat of six different animals. - 
the lion, hippopotamus, crocodile, 
tiger, snake and goat, the idea 
apparently being that the natur- 
al energy, strength and sagacity 
of these animals would pass into 
{he person using the ointment. 
In Treland the grease from the 
duck was used for the same pur- 
pose, in the United States bear 
grease has long been popular for 
many an unsuccessful attempt to 
put life into a dead hair follicite. 
Recause the hair receives its 
nourishment from the blood, and 
the blood alone, applying these, 
fats {a simply so much waste ef- 
fore.

The secretary's work is hirgely 
keeping house down town. Ina 
perfectly reputable way she cod- 
dies her’ employer and looks up 
to him with the same — idolatry 
her grandmother guve the mas- 
ter of the house. Women may 
become public-health doctors—but 
not surgeons—or writers, or ar- 
fists, or interior decorators, may 
design evening gowns, putter 
aboyt a dress shop—so long as 
she doesn’t carry these activities 
into a belligerent competitive 
field. 


Dr. Brill says further. “Wo- 
men did not enlarge their horizons 
when they set forth on business 
careers; they tried to resign 
from their sex.”

Phyastcians warn us that -indivi- 
dual success and a career of heady 
excitement are not for women, 
They poiyt out that the members 
of the sex who command: .our 
greatest reapect have never Jook- 
ed for personal success. 


T haven’t heard the other side 
of the story yet. There are wo- 
men who have achieved success, 
are eminent, in tho medical pro- 
fession or are themselves psycholo- 
gists.

But 1 believe 
that there is a different, a strong. 
er, a more commendable — impulse 
actuating the hearts of men and 
women everywhere. Their love of 
peace, rather than the fear of loss 
or defeat or the hope of victory 
in war, more and more governs 
the world, 


Some day, it may be, we will all 
understand and appreciate just 
what, Woodrow Wilson, then Pre- 
sident of the United States, 
meant when he said America was 
“too proud to fight.” Many of 
his critica, at home and abroad, 
smiled or openly laughed at what 
they chose to regard ug a coined 
aphorism. But it was not a care- 
less or merely picttresque phrase. 
To-day, if the sentiment were to 
be rephrased, it miht be made to 
read too Wise, rather than too 
proud. And Americans, happily, 
are not alone in the realisation 
and possession of this wise con- 
viction, There can be no mono- 
poly in the enjoyment of this bet- 
ter understanding,

us. They are welcome, thrice wel- 
come, messengers and guests, 
They come to bring, and to share, 
the fruits of friendship and bet- 
ter understanding.

ENCOURAGED 
FASCISM? 


O most of us Communiam ty 
Communism, and the conflict 
between the Stalinist and Trot- 
akyist branches of it a conflict 
een rival factions for the 
plums itcholds, Utamanity asa 
whole is prone to look upon poli- 
licians with distruat and upon 
political conflicts as concerned 
with the welfare of party lenders 
tather than that of the people. 

In these circumstances Mr. C.. 
L. R. Jamea's “World Revolution: 
I917—1986," which has juat been 
published, comes as a striking re- 
velation, Its sub-title is “The 
Rise and Fall of the Communist 
International,” and it ia a bulky 
and comprehensive study of the 
events in Europe and the East 
‘which have led to the unique 
Kuropean situation of to-day, 

Mr. James is a Trotakyist, a be- 
liever in internationaliam — and 
world Communism, and a flery 
opponent of the Stalin doctrine 
that Communism can be develop. 
ed successfully In a single coun- 
try. His story is that Stalin, for 
the protection of his personal 
position and that of an immense 
bureaucracy in Russia, has deli- 
berately encouraged Faselam in, 
termany cand other European 
countries, has reverted to capital 
ism and oppreasion in Russia, 
and has embarked upon masa 
murder and terrorism becauae he 
ia aware of a rising flood of re- 
hellion, | 
THE GOOD TROTSKY 

Trotsky, on the other hand, ta 
the practical ceonomist and: hu- 
manitarian who would have car- 
ried Communism in Russia and in 
the rest of Nurope to success, a 
man driven out of Ruasia because 
his doctrines and ‘his principles’ 
did not adit Stalin and his bu- 
reaucrats. 

One 18 entitled to take all thia 
with a pinch of salt. The book 
is so obviously partisan that one 
cannot but suspect another side 
to the picture. 

But at the same time no student 
of polities could fail to find the 
book interesting and illuminat- 
ing. In some respects it is con- 
vincing. The sudden — inexplica- 
ble victory of Fascism in Ger- 
many, the recent purges in Rus- 
sin, the news that Stalin has 
abandoned much of what one was 
inclined to consider most progres- 
alve in Soviet Russia, become un- 
derstandable’ if one accepts Mr. 
James's analysis, And his ana- 
lysis is, in many respects, well 
documented, 

In Russia itself, Mr. James -be- 
lieves, Stalin has sown the seeda 
of his own doom by a venomous 
campaign of slander against Trot- 
vky, a campaign that broke the 
Trotakyists there and sent their 
teader into n long exile. For in 
doing so he has made the ine 
offensive Trotsky the direct oppo- 
site of himself, and the centre of 
the rising wave of dissatisfaction 
with his rule. 

TIDE OF REACTION 

This, Mr. James saya, has led 
to a reactionary Russia.  Thers 
have been mass murders and out- 
breaks of terrorism. Private 
property has been re-established, 
Zinoviey and Kaminev suffered 
thelr fate because they might 
have led the opposition to Stalin's

The large advance’ in basic 
materials is the usual index of a 
recovery from depression. But 
though this is of importance for 
the working-classes as carrying:

The Rise In 
Prices 


Now, ,these retail prices rose

The Causes Of 
Unemployment 


Though it is impossible here to 
open up the whole issue of tho 
causes of unemployment, it is 
worth-while culling attention to 
two plausible oxplanations that 
are in general use. First comes 
the increased uso of Iabour—sav- 
ing machinery; second, the huge 
slump in our export trade, from 
which recovery is still. slow and 
partial. : 

Now, neither of these explana- 
tions is satisfactory. Though new 
machinery has always entailed 
some temporary unemployment, 
the labour was generally absorbed 
either In the expansion of the 
trade where machines cheapened 
yoods and so expanded their sale 
and thoir production, -or else by 
passage of Jabour into new trades 
that were continuously springing 
up to meet new demands. : 

With the slump In export trade,

MYSTERIOUS Danes OF WHITE 


Probably the most interesting 
part of the expedition will be the 
exploration of New Guinea. A 
close study of bird life will be 
made and it is hoped that many 
different specimens will be cnp- 
tured and cured by a Dynk hunt- 
er, who ts boing specially taken 
for this purpose. 

From data collected: by Major 
Detzner, n former officer of the 
German garrison of New Guinea, 
in various parts of the jalands 
considered to be uninhabited, 
many and strange aro the people 
to be found, Major Detzner was 
engaged in an expedition into the 
interior in 1914. When he re- 
turned to the coast after some 
time away from civillsation, he 
learned of the outbrepk of war 
and rather than give himself up, 
once again returned to the wilds 


and for thé whole durdtion of the’ 


war, remained there. 

During these four, years he 
penetrated into many parts of 
the island: never before reach- 
ed by white men and he com- 
pleted various surveys and maps 
of hitherto unexplored areas. 
An interesting discovery, which 
substantiated native tales, was 
of a peculiar race of white 
pyemiles which had their belng 
in isolated and tnaccessible 
mountain fastnesses. Dr. Fejos, 
on his present expedition, will 
endeavour to learn more about 
these strange people, 


MAP OF COUNTRY 


While in Berlin Dr. Fejos 
met Major Detzner and received 
much information which will be 
of inéstimable use to him, Al- 
though 
destroyed, Major Detznar, with 
his yast knowledge. of the coun- 
try, was able to asalat: consider- 
ably in Dr.. Fejos’ offorts to pre- 
pare a serviceable map of the 
dificult, mountainous country to 
be traversed.
